Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Attorneys Fisher and Chokshi, discussed with examiner 
the invention of the application "Safety Syringe with Cap Holding Device". Applicant's attorneys discussed the 
improvements of the invention specifically how the annular ridge of the syringe hub disengages from the unnumbered 
protuberence by outer elements 58 and hooks pulling away ( hub ridge 43, from element 58, and 80 in figures 3 and 
4). Specifically the "hook" and "handle" elements (as in claim 4) were discussed . Further applicant's attorney argued 
on how this differed from LATINI, specifically the means for engagement/disengagement shown in Latini figures 1, 3 
and 4. Lastly applicant's attorney questioned how the LATINI reference could be actuated by remote. Examiner 
appeciated Applicant attorney's description and explaination of how the applicant's invention differed from the prior art 
of record LATINI, but the argument of how the claims, as currently written, overcome the art was not compelling. 
Examiner explained to applicants that he is given the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claimed elements and 
of all the limitaitons in the claims. Examiner explained which elements he considered the "hook" "handle" and why the 
acuation of the device could be considered remotely. As explained in the previous Office Action, Latini (and the other 
prior art of record) contain all of the claimed elements of the claims as currently written and these elements are fully 
capable of satisfying all structural, funcational, operational, and spatial limiations of the claims. It is advised that 
applicant's greater define the factors that they feel are novel over the prior art of record.
